“It is a clear realization on this 
issue which will be our strength in 
trials to come. I have no doubt that 
freedom will triumph, But whether 
it will triumph soon or late, after a 
final supreme effort in the next few 
months, or long drawn agony, de- 
pends on the vigor and self-sacrifice 
with which the children of liberty, 
especially those behind the lines, 
dedicate themselves to the struggle. 

“There is no time for ease, delay 
or debate. The call is imperative; 
the choice is clear, It is for cach 
free citizen to do his part.”

Red Bobs Wheat 


Seager Wheeler’s Great Discovery a 
Centribution to Agriculture 


The name of Lord Roberts will be 
associated for all time with the high- 
est and best traditions of the British 
and Anglo-Saxon people. It is quite 


fitting that the name of this great 
soldier should also stand for the 
best in agriculture. . A new variety 


of wheat of great promise has been 
named after Lord Roberts. It is al- 
80 particularly, appropriate that this 
new whicat should be introduced to 
the farmers of Western Canada at 
the present time. It was due to the 


gnificent work of Lord Roberts in 
oat measure that the British 
dmy, small as it was, was able to 


hold back the enemy in 1914.  Civili- 
zation was at that time saved from 
the destroying foot ef the invader. 

So acute has become the food sit- 
uation that the farmer on his farm 
in Western Canada today is as im- 
portant a factor in holding back the 
enemy as is the soldier in the 
trenches. The best authorities in the 
empire declare without hesitation 
that unless the food supply is suffi- 
cient the allics cannot possibly win. 

he necessary food supply must 
come from Canada and the United 
States. Wheat is the chief requtre- 
ment and whatever will tend to in- 
crease the wheat crop will help to 
bat the enemy. In discovering and 
developing Red Bobs wheat, Scager 
Wheeler has contributed more than 
any other farmer to the great work 
of increasing the food supply on the 
farms of Western Canada. 

Up until seven or cight years ago 
Red Fife wheat was vefty largely, 
almost exclusively, grown  through- 
out Wesitrn Canada, It is a splen- 
did milling wheat but on account of 
{ts lateness in ripening the loss from 
frost and rust was enormous and the 
great demand among the farmers 
was for an earlier ripening wheat. 
Dr. Saunders of the Central Experi- 
mental Farm, Ottawa, produced Mar- 

uis wheat by crossing Red Fife with 

ark red Calcutta’ wheat. Marquis 
was us good as Fife in milling quali- 
ties and much earlier in ripening 
though harder to thresh. [t is fre- 
quently stated that Marquis moved 
the wheat belt one hundred miles 
North. At the present time Marquis 
wheat has displaced Red Fife wheat 

ractically all over Western Canada, 

ot even ten per cent. of the wheat 
now grown is Red Fife. 

Great efforts have been made to se- 

cure an carly ripening strain of Mar- 
quis wheat. No person has contrib- 
uted mgre towards this end than 
Seager Wheeler of Rosthern, Sask., 
the world’s most famous wheat grow- 
er. Mr. Wheeler has four tim@s cap- 
tured the world’s international cham- 
ion ship with Marquis wheat. He 
as taken more prizes for growing 
wheat than any other man in the 
world. By his experiments he has 
vastly improved the quality of Mar- 
quis wheat, but he and all others 
have failed in their efforts to — de- 
velop an carly ripening strain of 
Marquis that still retains all the oth- 
er good qualities of this standard 
wheat. 

But while failing develop 
early ripening Marquis, Seager 

heeler has discovered and devclop- 
ed an entirely new wheat with all the 
gpod qualities of Marquis and in ad- 

ition ripens from six to ten days 
tarlicr than Marquis. This is his 
famous new wheat, Red Bobs. 

The story of Red Bobs is extreme- 
ly interesting. In the year 1905 a 

lant breeder nained Wm. Farrer of 

ew South Wales, Australia, sent to 
Dr. Saunders at the Central experi-

mental Farm, Ottawa, a sample of 
what he calledy White Bobs wheat.

red seed came back red and some of 
it was very early in ripening. By 
the process of elimination Mr. 
Wheeler selected the best red heads 
that came true to type and ripened 
the carliest, from these he developed 
what he has since called Red Bobs 
Wheat. 

Mr. Wheeler was naturally greatly 


pleased with his discovery but he 
was determined to be sure of the 
new wheat before giving it to the 


world. He began immediately mak- 
ing comparative tests with Marquis 
and Red Bobs. In 1912 he sowed the 
two wheats on plots side by side on 
old land on the 22nd of May. The 
Red Bobs was ripe and was cut ten 
days earlier than the Marquis and 
turned out a beautiful sample. An 
early frost got the Marquis before it 
was ripe and it was frozen black. 

In 1913 hail destroyed Mr. Whceel- 
er’s entire crop. A few days after 
the storm as he was examining his 
plots he found a few heads of his 
Red Bobs and Kitchener wheats still 
standing. These he ripened and se- 
cured seed for the following year. 
While Mr. Wheeler docs not claim 
that Red Fife straw is proof against 
hail it was remarkable that even a 
few plants were standing when the 
storm had passed. 

A very severe test of Red Bobs 
was made by Mr. Wheeler in 1915, 
He sowed the wheat on stubble land 
in the first week of June. Even und- 
er these conditions his Red Bobs 
wheat ripened well and yielded him 
28 bushels to the acre. 

The only time that Mr, Wheeler 
has exhibited Red Bobs was at the 
International Dry Farming Congress 
at Peoria, Illinois, in 1917, but exhi- 
bited a sheaf only and not any 
threshed grain. The sheaf won the 
international sweepstakes. It ‘com- 
prised remarkably fine heads with 
ten to twelve rows of spikelets, con- 
taining from four to six grains to 
the spikelet. Mr. Wheeler has select- 
ed from his plots heads of Red Bobs 
Wheat that contained as high as 95 
pericct kernels. He has never been 
able to find any such number of ker- 
nels in a single head of any other 
kind of wheat, 

Prof. Bracken at the Saskatchewan 
University, Saskatoon, tested Red 
Bobs on his plots in 1917, and found 
that this wheat ripened nearly a 
week earlier than Marquis. The sea- 
son was very dry, which would nar- 
row the spread in ripening between 
the different plots of wheat. At the 
School of Agriculture, Vermillion, 
Alberta, a small plot of Red Bobs 
was grown in 1917 by Prof, Grisdale 
and was found to ripen six days earl- 
ier than Marquis. 

As a milling wheat Red Bobs is 
equal to Marquis. While it was still 
a white wheat many years ago Dr. 
Saunders found it in milling and bak- 
ing qualities equal to the best red 
wheats in Canada. In 1917 Prof. 
Bracken had tests made showing Red 
Bobs to have high milling and bak- 
ing values. Samples of Red Bobs 
and Marquis wheats were also sent 
to the Howard Testing Laboratories 
in Minneapolis, last fall, and the re- 
port from this test showed Red Bobs 
to be even superior to Marquis as a 
milling and baking wheat) 

In the matter of grading Red Bobs 
also stands high. A sample of this 
grain together with milling tests 
were submitted to Geo. Serls, chief 
grain inspector for the Dominion 
governinent, at Winnipeg. After ex- 
amining the sample Mr. Searls grad- 
ed it No. 1 Hard, showing that Red 
Bobs will grade as high as Marquis 
or Red Fife, 


Mr. Wheeler believes that in Red 
Bobs he has an ideal wheat for 
Western Canada and that it will 
Sav millions of dollars to grain

Dr. Saunders tested the White 
Bobs wheat for a couple of years on 
the Central Experimental Farm, He 
found it considerably earlier than 
Marquis in ripening, and in milling 
and baking tests it proved to be 
equal to Marquis. It remained, how- 
ever, a white wheat, very hard and 
possessing a good straw and head. It 
was a splendid wheat in everything 
but color; being white, however, it 
would be glifficult to make it a com- 
mercial success, because of the  pre- 
judice against white wheat and the 
discrimination against it in the Cana- 
da grain act. Under the Canada 
grain nothing but hard red 
wheat can receive a high grade. 

In 1907 Dr. Saunders introduced 
White Bobs wheat at the Experi- 
mental Farm at Indian Head, Sask., 
where it was grown for several years,

remained white. Seager Wheeler 
having read of this new Australian 
wheat secured a ten pound sample 


from the Indian Head Experimental 
Farm and seeded it. In 1908 it pro- 
duced 60 bushels per acre on _ his 
plot. He found it to be considerably 
earlicr than any other hard wheat he 
had ever grown, It was to Mr. 
Wheeler's mind the nearest to the 
ideal wheat for Western Canada, if it 
could only be developed to be red in 
color. 

Seager Wheeler is a man not easily 
discouraged, the new wheat had ev- 
erything but the color. He continu- 


ed to grow it on his plots the sec- 
d year, determined if possible to 
evelop a red strain. In 1909 his 


search was rewarded, while examin- 
ing some heads on his White Bops 
plots just before harvest he discover- 
ed one with red» kernels, Further 

reful examination of the whole of 
fs plot revealed two or three more 
eads containing red kernels.

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Forbidden to Hoard Flour Bulletin on Flax Growing 


Householders Limited to Fifteen 
Days’ Supply, With Some 
Exceptions 


_ In order to prevent hoarding and 
further to reduce wheat consumption 
in this Country, so that Canada may 
send more to the allies, where the 
cereal shortage is increasingly grave, 
the Canada food board has announced 
additional restrictions on holdings 
and use of flour. 

The order provides that no per- 
son, with the “xception of manufac- 
turers of flour, bakers, confection- 
ers, wholesale or retail dealers, or 
persons living at a greater distance 
than two miles from a licensed deal- 
er, shall hold or have in his posses- 
sion or under his control more flour, 
made wholly or part from wheat, 
than is sufficient for his ordinary re- 
quirements for a period not exceed- 
ing fifteen days. 

Anyone living at a distance great- 
er than two miles and less than five 
miles from a licensed dealer may 
hold or control flour made wholly 
or in part from wheat up to an 
amount sufficient for his ordinary re- 
quirements for a period not exceed- 
ing 30 days. 

Anyone living at more than five 
and less than ten miles from a li- 
censed dealer may have sufficient for 
his ordinary requirements up to 60 
days, while a _ person living more 
than 10 miles from such dealer may 
have sufficient for his ordinary re- 


Manitoba Department of Agriculture 
Will Supply a Free Copy 


Just at present there is a very 
keen demand for information abotit 
flax growing. The action of the im- 
perial government in loaning 10,000 
bushels of fibre flax seed to the 
farmers of Western Canada and 
guaranteeing a fixed price of $4.50 
per bushel for the crop produced 
from this distributed seed, is concen- 
trating attention upon the flax crop. 

To satisfy the demand a 12-page 
news bulletin, “Flax Growing in 
Manitoba,” has just been written by 
the field husbandry department of 
the Manitoba Agricultural College 
and published by the Manitoba de- 
partment of agriculture, A free copy 
can be obtained from the  publica- 
tions branch, Manitoba department 
of agriculture, Winnipeg. 

A few of the main points are: 

1. Flax is little, if any, more ex- 
haustive on the soil than wheat. 

2. The reason for so many wheat 
failures after flax is due to flax be- 
ing grown on new breaking that was 
not supplied with enough  mnioisture 
to grow the crop and rot the sod at 
the same time. 

3. Vlax demands a very firm seed 
bed. 

4,

5. Almost any time during May} 
will do for flax sowing; the 
crops usually grow on the 
seeded fields.

exceeding 60 days. 

On and after May 1 it will be il- 
legal to feed or permit feeding of 
milling wheat or any product there- 
of, except bran and shorts, to live 
stock or poultry, or to permit such 
feeding. 

It will be illegal, moreover, know- 


ingly to sell the same to be used 
for such prohibited purposes. 

It is provided, however, — that 
where wheat has been grown to- 


gether with other grain and cannot 
be separated from it for milling pur- 
poses without undue cost, such mix- 
ture, provided it does not contain 
more than 25 per cent. of wheat, may 
be purchased or sold or used for the 
feeding of poultry. 

The order provides further that 
no person shall grind any milling 
wheat or mixture of milling wheat 
with other grain for the purpose of 
making feed for live stock, 

Any person holding or having 
under his control flour made wholly 
or in part from wheat, in quantities 
greater than are provided in the 
order, must forthwith return such 
flour to the miller or dealer from 
whom it was purchased, and such 
miller or dealer must accept, if it 
be in good condition, and pay for it 
at the purchase price or the market 


price on April 20th, 1918, which- 
ever be the lower. All millers or 
dealers failing to purchase such 


flour when its return is offered are 
required to report the facts and cir- 
cumstances to the Canada food 
board at once. 

Every dealer in wheat flour must 
report forthwith to the Millers’ 
committee, 178 Queen street, Ot- 
tawa, the quantities of flour held in 
excess of requirements for 60 
days, and must give the name of the 
miller manufacturing such flour, the 
brand, date of purchase, person 
from whom purchased, price paid, 
and the dealer's requirements for 
the months of May, June and July. 
Upon receipt of this information the 
Millers’ committe is required to 
notify the miller who manufactur- 
ed such product, and the latter shall 
then be required to purchase — such 
flour at the price paid by the dealer 
or the market price on April 20, 
1918, f.o.b. the dealer's station, 
whichever price be the lower, or to 
dispose of it in such a manner as 
the Canada food board may direct. 

The violation of any of the provi- 
sions of the order makes the offend- 
er liable to a fine of from $100 to $1,- 
000 or imprisonment for a period of 
about three months, or both fine and 
imprisonment. 

Where proceedings are instituted 
by any municipality the fine will be 
paid into the municipal treasury, 
and where instituted by a provincial 
officer the fine will be paid to the 
provincial treasurer. 

In addition to any penalties for 
the violation of the order, any flour 
hereafter held or purchased in ex- 
cess of the amount prescribed may 
be seized on and after May Ist, 1918, 
by the Canada food board, and any 
such flour so seized shall be forfeit- 
ed to his Majesty and disposed of at 
the direction of the food board.

Germany Has One Hundred Thouw- 
sand Paid Women Spies in 
All Walks of Life 


“The German army of peaceful 
penetration,” the name given to the 
thousands of the kaiser’s spies in all 
countries and on which ten million 
dollars has been spent yearly for a 
decade, is composed largely of wo- 
men. It is probably no exaggeration 
to say that Germany alone has one 
hundred thousand paid women spies 
in all walks of life. Women of re- 
finement and culture lend themselves 
to this work as well as servant girls 
{and barmaids. All know that any in- 
formation given to Germany ~ will 
bring good returns. 

Under instructions of the German 
spy bureau, hundreds of girls have 
been sent into Italy and France to 
enter the conservatories of music.

Must Have Flanders Coast 


| German Navy League Wants It for 
Future Base Against 
England 


While Count von Hertling con- 
|tinues to repeat that Germany has no 
;idea of extending her territories in 
lthe west by means of forcible an- 
nexations, the German navy league, 
in a circular recently received in 
London, insists upon the importance 
|of the coast of Flanders as the base 
for German operations against Eng- 
Mand in the next war. The circular 
says: 
| “It is along the coast of Flanders 
that the road passes to London, the 
heart of England, and the only Eng- 
lish port on the east coast which has 
{hitherto hardly lost any of its im- 
| portance because it cannot be put out 
of competition owing to its splendid 
|docks and the density of the popula- 
tion. But the whole sea_ traffic 
{through the channel to the Thames 
jis exposed to flank attack by our 
submarines on the coast of Flanders. 
It would not be impossible to send 
submarines from the German coast 
to the channel, although they would 
;have to overcome considerable diffi- 
|culties. But it would be pretty hope- 
less to make a raid with destroyers, 
‘if our destroyers had to cover the} 
whole course from the mouth of the 
Ems along the Dutch coast; they 
would be deprived of the possibility 
of effecting a surprise, and the pros- 
pect of success would be greatly di- 
minished.” 

The navy league also explains that 
possession of the coast of Flanders 
is essential for future air raids on 
Engla: 4d. It says: 

“It is obvious that our aircraft 
cannot do without the coast of 
Flanders for their attacks upon Eng- 
land and also for the alr reconnais- 
sances. Possession of the coast 
means an extension of the effective 
range of both our military and our 
air forces; our naval air forces sim- 
ply cannot do without it,”

Germany Wanted War 


White Paper Shows Kaiser Preparing 
for War in March, 1914 


Repeated declarations of the Ger- 
man emperor and Hindenburg and 
Ludendorff, that the war was forced 
on Germany, and assertions from the 
Same sources that Germany was tak- 
en by surprise by the Russian mobi- 
lization, attaches particular interest 
to certain papers taken from Capt. 
von Papen, late military attache at 
Washington. 

aga the papers which have 
been published by the British gov- 
ernment in a White Book, appears a 
lettter from R. von Wild of the Ger- 
man war ministry in Berlin to Capt. 
von Papen, seeking information re- 
garding the best means of blowing up 
railroad trains “in the event of an 
European war.” The significant part 
is that this letter is written March 
12, 1914, about five months before 
the outbreak of the war. This letter 
says: “According to newspaper re- 
ports several railway trains were 
blown up by revolutionaries during 
the troubles in Mexica. In order to 
form an opinion whether, in the 
event of an European war, explosions 
of this kind would have to be reck- 
oned with, it is requested that if pos- 
sible, information should be obtained 
as to how these attacks have been 
carried out. Were mines and ex- 
plosives placed in lines which were 
little guarded, or were the attacks 
carried out on the train by igniting 
a charge of dynamite, or by the em- 
ployment of infernal machines?” 

Capt. von Papen, replying from 
Mexico, where it is now known that 
he was industriously planting the 
seeds of German propaganda, did not 
regard the operations of the Mexican 
revolutionaries as of any particular 
value, for four months later he wrote 
from Mexico City: “I am convinced 
from personal evidence that all the 
recent cases of destruction of  rail- 
way lines by explosion were brought 
about by burying dynamite under the 
line itself and then igniting it by an 
electric current as soon as the train 
had reached the appointed place. I 
consider it out of the question that 
explosions prepared in this way 
would have to be reckoned with in 
an European war. They are only 
possible on lines that are ill-guarded, 
which, as in this country, often pass 
for miles through revolutionary dis- 
tricts, and have no protection other 
than a police train. 

“Infernal machines, so far as_ I 
know, have never been employed.” 

Another letter to von Papen from 
the manager of the Potsdam branch 
of the Disconto Gesellschaft, has 
this postscript: 

“P.S.—We have never before seen 
such preparations for war as are be- 
ing made at present. German gov- 
ernment stocks today fell one ~ per- 
cent. Kind regards.—R. Mimel.” 

This letter was regarded as of par- 
ticular interest by the British com- 
pilers of correspondence in view of 
its date, July 25, 1914, while negotia- 
tions were still in progress to avoid 
war,

Horsepower of Windmills | 
May Find It Desirable in the Future 
to Get Power From the Air 


The suggestion is often heard that 
the windmill should be used for pow- 
er purpose on the farm. To try to 
use a single mill for power purposes 
would be like trying to use a dog for 
draft purposes. A large mill running 
in a strong wind will seldom develop 
as much as five horsepower. If its 
power can be steadily absorbed, as 
by a storage battery, and then used 
at a higher rate for short periods, it 
will do very well. One of the best 
types of windmill, steel, 12 feet in 
diameter, in a 25-mile wind develops 
only one and a half horsepower. The 
16 foot mill under the same 
tions develops about two and a third | 
horsepower.

Ancient Mortar 


Examination of Great Wall of China 
Shows That the Mortar Was 
Stronger than Bricks 


An examination of the bricks and 
mortar in the great wall of China 
was recently made at Shankaikwan 
by J. C. Witt, a chemist attached to 
the bureau of science, Manilla. Mr. 
Witt reports that the bricks are so 
weak that pieces may be easily brok- 
en off with the fingers, 


They are much larger than ordin- 
ary building bricks, grey in color and 
resemble pumice somewhat in struc- 
ture. The mortar, which is pure 
white under the exposed surface, is 
much stronger than the bricks. The 
|tradition that the bricks were dried 
}in the sun only was confirmed by 
\ laboratory tests. If they had been 
| dried in a kiln the appearance of the 
wall would have been considerably 
different and its strength and dura- 
| bility would have been much greater. 
The general appearance and alaysi 
of the mortar indicates that no san 
was mixed with the lime.
